Ae will be seen from the notice pub- 
lished in another column, it is contem 
plated to hold a monster meeting in Cal-| 
gary on the 29th instant, at which dele- 
yates from Fort Macleod, Edmonton, 
Morley and other settlements througout 
Alberts will be present to discuss the pre- 
sent etmte of affairs within the District, 
and arrive at some method of action in 
regard to bettering them. The meeting 
is called in accordance with a resolution 
to that effect passed by a large and influ- 
ential number of gentlemen well known in 
Calgary, who held a preliminary meeting 
last week. In response to representations 
from Macleod, requesting that a date for/ 
the meeting be named which would give 
sufficient time to the population in the 
ranch countiy to choose delegates to attend, 
tbe Svth wae determined on as giving 
plenty of time t the distant settlements to 


be represented. 

The demonstration itself will probably 
take the form of nominating delegates to 
goto Ottawa, armed with authority t 
prevent the grievances of Aiberta in the 
shape most likely te receive attention 
This isa course which Tae Henatp has 
advised very strongly, and we are well 
satisfied that our representations on the 
subject are being acted on. We believe 
that sending delegates to Ottawa at the 
opening of Parliament is not only the best 
way, but the only way of effecting an ame- 
lioration ef eur condition. 


The individual members of the National 
Government bave frequently expressed 
their interest in us, and their willingness 
to helpus. Some of them bave even visi- 
ted this district in person and they have 
livtened with attention to our representa- 
tions. One of them has even gone eo far 
as to invite a memorandum of our griev-

TES * TITIES OF MAYOR. 


In American cities mayors have diferent 
powers, according to the municipal atts of 
their localities. Some m#yors may preside 
at the council, but cannot vote, some hare 
a casting vote simoly. others have a regu- 
lar vote, and still othes. save a veto power 
over corporate decisions. The mayor of 
Calgary bas an ordinary vote on ordinary 
occasions, but a double vote in cases of tie. 
Besides this privilege of voting on all ques- 
tions and, im case ofa tie, having a cast- 
ing vote, he has a general duty assigned 
him of inspecting and reporting to the 
council on the conduct of the offiers of the 
wunicipality , but he has, we are thankful 
to say, no veto power whatever. 

His duties are concisely summed up in 
the Municipal Act. in force in this district ; 
** The mayor shall preside at all meetings 
of the council, preserve order and enforce 
the rules of the council ; sign all orders or 
cheques on the treasurer duly passed by 
the council ; be vigilant and active at all 
times in causing the by-laws of the munici- 
pality to be put in force and duly executed ; 
inspect and report tothe council on the 
conduct of the officers of the wunicipality ; 
cause, a6 far as may be in his power, all 
negligence, carelessness or violation of 
duty to be prosecuted and punished ; som- 
mupicate from time to time to the council 
any iny information 2ud make such recom- 
mendation as will tend to the improvement 
of the finances, health, security and cem- 
fort of the municipality ; and, finally, to 
cuil special meetings of the council when- 
ever requested todo se by a majority of 
the same in writing." 

The duties of the mayer may, therefore, 
be summed up in conclusion, that ke is ap- 
pointed chiefly to take the initiative in the 
conduct of municipalaffairs ; and this duty 
will so clearly be directive of municipal 
action that we are more than ever con- 
vinced that we want, not merely a popular

In London 
the necessity arises out of somewhat differ- 
ent causes from those of our neighbours 
and ourselves. In New York extravagance 
with city finances has run riot for so many 
years that people are getting tolerant of it. 
But in other cities of the Union tolerance 
is the last virtue that the citizens find it 
necessary to exercise, In Toronto the pa- 
pers are savage On municpal affairs, and 
the Globe in ite efforts for reform has hit on

Recent developments have made us famil- 


nipeg, and though the Weekspeaks of it 
hopefully as being the necessary outcome 


of principal and interest within the stipu- 
lated period for any debt contracted ky the 
corporation for public works, and this rate 
is to be sufficient for the purposa named 
thatis, it is a rate of any extent, limited 
only to the size of the debt contracted.

As a matter of 
course ene-tuird of the taxes are unpaid, 
and distress warrants are being issued for 
arrears. Let Calgary take warning.

They are acquainted simply with the 
idea which is conveyed, and with one 
or two scoops of the chisel a lily or 
a passion flower or a pomegranate 
lies embedded in the wood as though 
ithas been waiting simply to be 
picked and enjoined. But while 
they are unsurpassed in what is 
known as emotional carving they 
are at loss at the broad sweeps which 
are required in the decoration of 
large apartments or halls.

A Haman Skye Terrier.
